New Plant Could Be Close To Home

Sludge. The organic by-product left over from treat- 
ment of raw sewage. And 115 tons of it could be dumped 
in Andover’s backyard every day if a 50-acre site just 
across the Wilmington line is chosen for the state’s new 
sludge treatment plant. 

Wilmington is one of 12 finalists for the dubious honor 
of hosting sewage from 43 Massachusetts communities in 
a contest sponsored by the Massachusetts Water Re- 
source Authority. MWRA spokesman Paul DiNatale said 
in excess of 300 sites were examined within the cities and 
towns served by the state agency. . 

‘We're looking to build a modern, sophisticated facili- 
ty’’ DiNatale commented. He said the MWRA will ‘‘even- 
tually come to a decision” on a site next summer, “‘but 
only after everyone has had the opportunity to have in- 


put, im extensive detailed studies have been made of all 
si ay 

The search for a new facility is prompted by a court 
order to flush sewage out of Boston Harbor. The Harbor 
cleanup will also involve construction of a new treatment 
plant on Boston’s Deer Island by 1995. , 

Like many cities and towns being eyed by the MWRA 
for the sludge center, Wilmington is less than enthralled 
with the commonwealth’s plans. “The selectmen are 
very much opposed,” said Wilmington Town Manager 
Reginald Stapczynski, adding the town’s leaders would 
‘be polite’’ when the MWRA brings its representatives 
to town, ‘‘but we’re not going to help them” sell residents 
on the idea.

Planner Cleared; AHPC Seeks Clarifications 


A meeting between the Andover Hous- 
ing Partnership, the Board of Selectmen, 
Town Manager Kenneth Mahony, Physi- 
cal Planner Stephen Colyer and two state 
affordable housing officials will be coor- 
dinated in order to establish procedural 
guidelines for the AHPC. 

At last Wednesday’s AHPC meeting, 
Colyer was absolved of all charges of 
wrong-doing by the Board of Selectmen. 
AHPC member George Danneman had 
implied that Colyer, the town’s AHPC 
Coordinator, acted inappropriately by 
forwarding comprehensive permit pro- 
posals for affordable housing devel- 
opment to the state’s Homeownership 
Opportunity Program. 

Gerald Silverman, chairman of the se- 
lectmen,. opened the meeting with a 
statement admonishing Danneman’s ef- 
fort to discredit the selectmen and Coly- 
er at a previous meeting between the two 
boards. “‘A grandstand play was made 
(by Danneman),”’ said the chairman, but 
“the bomb he intended to drop fizzled.”’ 

Selectman Gail Ralston then informed 
the AHPC membership of a conference 
call between the board and Thomas 
Gleason, HOP director, before conclud-

ing, ‘‘I have found no evidence that the 
town solicited comp permits.”’ 

The Selectman went on to add, ‘‘Prior 
to the (AHPC) committee’s formation, I 
have found no evidence the town has 
acted improperly or not in the best inter- 
est of the residents. And certainly I don’t 
feel its the case now.” 

AHPC Chairman Carl Byers then ex- 
pressed disappointment with the recent 
weeks’ proceedings. ‘‘I must say, when I 
left two weeks ago, I thought everybody 
had aired what we thought were the is- 
sues and it was all over. But it seems this 
thing has gone on and on and on. We've 
got to get on with this affordable hous- 
ing.” 

Byers then gave the opportunity for 
anyone to express remaining concerns 
before proceeding to delve into the pro- 
cedural questions that were supposed to 
be addressed at the first meeting with 
the selectmen. 

Danneman capitalized on the opportu- 
nity to justify his concerns which had 
served as the impetus for the current 
controversy. 

In opening, Danneman contended his 
intention was not to accuse anyone—the

selectmen or Colyer—of anything. ‘‘Peo- 
ple had come to me stating they felt 
there was someone in town promoting 
comp permits,”’ he said, ‘‘I did not state I 
felt that, nor did I accuse anyone.”’ 

Danneman then apologized for his 
‘lack of style’’ in presenting the issue for 
discussion, stating “It was not ever 
meant to be an accusation against the 
Board of Selectmen.” 

To address the concern raised by the 
‘‘people,’’ Danneman said he went to Co- 
lyer’s office and obtained copies of pro- 
ject applications with Colyer’s cover 
letter. ‘I asked him specifically, once 
and a second time, ‘Who filled tliese ap- 
plications out?’”’ 

According to Danneman, the second 
time, Colyer responded ‘‘I do.’’ He con- 
tinued to quote Colyer as saying, ‘‘One of 
the reasons I’m glad your committee is 
now around is that you’ll be able to take 
a lot of this paperwork load off of me, 
and I won’t have to fill them out any- 
more. This whole process was dumped 
on me. I am the only one here to do it.”’ 

Danneman again cited the fact that the 
letters were sent prior to the public hear- 
ings on the proposals. 

Silverman then read one of the letters 
in question, stating the four letters in 
question were basically the same, with 
none indicating any town approval. 
“This is just notifying the state this is 
coming,”” he said. ‘Nothing as far as 
we're (the Selectmen) concerned has 
been done incorrectly.”’

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Like a lot of other kids her age, Rachel 
Pakos is getting ready to go to summer 
camp. During her two-week stay there, 
she’ll be participating in water sports, 
archery, arts and crafts, hikes, nature 
studies, camp outs — the usual. 

Like a lot of kids her age, Rachel’s a 
little nervous about the camp, about the 
kids she’ll meet there, about being away 
from home. 

Unlike a lot of kids her age, this is one 
of the few opportunities Rachel has to 
socialize with her own peers and to be a 
part of the same activities. 

The 12-year-old from Heritage Lane 
has visual, physical and intellectual disa- 
bilities. The limitations they place on her 
day-to-day life are more than having to 
use a walker or wear thick glasses. 

‘You see how your other children in- 
teract with their peers and the opportuni- 
ties they have, and then you see your 
handicapped child without any interac- 
tion from the time they come home from 
school,’’ said Rachel’s mother, Patricia, 
who also has a non-disabled son and 
daughter. ‘“‘They end up spending all 
their time with their mothers or their 
families, and they’re denied a wonderful 
opportunity to socialize.” 

Although Rachel has been attending 
the.Greater Lawrence Educational Col- 
laborative School and will be enrolled at 
a special program at West Junior High 
School in the fall, school, said her moth- 
er, is not enough.

Getting The Chance To Do What All The

‘School is very structured,’’ Pakos 
said. ‘“‘You go from one one activity to 
another. There aren’t really segments of 
time set aside for socializing.” 

So next week, Rachel will be leaving 
for Agassiz Village, a 650-acre camp in 
Poland Springs, Maine. This is not your 
usual summer camp. It integrates dis- 
abled children with their non-disabled 
peers in the same activities. 

“It works very well, because the more 
able children help the other children, 
push their wheelchairs and things like 
that,’’ said Barbara Teittinen, a field 
representative for the Massachusetts 
Easter Seal Society, which established 
the program for disabled children at the 
camp in 1965. ‘‘A lot of campers are in- 
ner-city children, so it’s also etnically di- 
verse.” 

The 40 disabled 6- to 16-year-olds the 
camp services each session have a wide 
range of disorders: muscular dystrophy, 
cerebral palsy, spina bifida. Some of the 
children’s disabilities were the result of 
spinal cord injuries. 

It costs $650 to send a child to the 
camp, Teittinen said, but he or she is 
never turned down because of lack of 
funds. ~ 

‘*We ask the parents to contribute what 
they can,”’ she said, ‘‘and we’ll provide 
the rest.”’ 

Additional monies come from the de- 
parments of Public Health and Social 
Services, as well as private foundations 


and corporations. 

According to Teittinen, the camp is 
fully accessible, with wheelchair ramps 
going down to nearby Thompson Lake, 
drive-in showers and vans with lifts. 
“The camp meets the needs of the chil- 
dren,’’ Teittinen said. ‘‘They’re like ev- 
eryone else, so they’re not frustrated.” 

A nurse is available 24 hours a day to 
dispense the medications some of the 
kids need. The ratio of counselors to 
campers, said Teittinen, is 2 to 1. 

The camp was started in the late 1930s 
by the Burroughs family. Harry Bur- 
roughs, a newspaper publisher, set the 
camp up for his newsboys: The Agassiz 
family did the financing and named the 
camp for a relative, Louis Agassiz, a nat- 
uralist. Today, the camp plays hosts to 
300 children during each of its four sum- 
mer sessions. 

Rachel's parents didn’t think she’d be 
ready for an overnight camp so soon. 
Last year, she spent a total of three and 
a half months in Boston hospitals for an 
operation and rehabilitative therapy. 

“She did wonderfully,” Pakos said. 
“‘When the literature came out about it 
(Agassiz Village), and we heard so many 
lovely, lovely things about it, we decided 
* would be a good experience for Ra- 
chel.”’ 

Pakos and her husband, Paul, will 
drive Rachel to the camp, about 125 
miles from Andover. Once there, they 
will participate in an orientation pro-

gram with her. 

“I’m sure my mind will be put at 
ease,”” Pakos said. “I’m apprehensive, 
but at the same time, I think it will be 
wonderful for Rachel. 

“T’ve spoken to a number of kids who 
really look forward to camp; it’s the high 
point of their year.” 

Many of the campers are regulars; 
this is Rachel’s first time. 

“As adults, we try to be somewhat so- 
phisticated with new experiences in life 
and assume a facade of bravery and 
courage,’’ Pakos said. ‘‘But a child like 
Rachel will be -very frank and honest 
about a frightening experience.”’ 

“It’s a big and new environment,” 
Teittinen added. “‘But after the first 
night, the homesickness goes away, and 
the kids get so busy doing things that 
they don’t think about it anymore.” 

Agassiz Village is home to the largest 
log cabin in the world and a carousel left 
over from a Barnum and Bailey circus. 
It also boasts a rope course that allows 
campers to “fly” through the air on a 
system of ropes and safety harnesses. 


“What interests me,” Pakos said, ‘‘is 
that people associated with handicapped 
committees for children are really real- 
izing the need for these kinds of things. 
They’re saying, ‘Maybe we can provide 
after-school or Saturday recreational ac- 
tivities.’ It’s kind of come to the forefront

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Ted Harrison, Coach, Teacher 


Fred H. Harrison, 67, of John Dyer 
Road, Little Compton, R.I., a native of 
Lawrence and former faculty of Phillips 
Academy in Andover, died suddenly of a 
heart attack July 30 while vacationing in 
England with his wife. 

Better known as Ted, Mr. Harrison was 
famous among generations of his students 
as a great teacher, a great scholar, an au- 
thor and perhaps the greatest high school 
coach of his generation. He published 
many articles, but his single book, Athlet- 
ics for All, represented the first compre- 
hensive history of athletic education in 
America. His 31-year tenure at Andover as 
an instructor of English, history, as a 
housemaster and varsity coach and athlet- 


_ic director from 1955-77 ended with his re- 


tirement in 1983. 

A former student, A. Bartlett Giamatti, 
class of 1965, former president of Yale and 
currently president of the National 
League, spoke at the retirement party held 
in Mr. Harrison’s honor: ‘He never 
praised anyone, in class or on a field or 
rink, for a job well done if he thought the 
boy was just fulfilling his potential be- 
cause for Harrison; the essential merito- 
crat, talent is sacred; if you have it you 
have an obligation to use it....his expecta- 
tions in class and everywhere else were 
high and the result was people met them. 
You never wanted to disappoint him.” 

In a local article published at the time of 
his retirement, Harrison was quoted, ‘“The 
overriding joy in my life and in Marge’s 
life has been a deep involvement with the 
kids. I’ve been lucky to have had 1,000 
sons.” 

Ted Harrison was graduated from Phil- 
lips Academy in 1938 and from Yale Uni- 
versity in 1942. Following a distinguished 
Army career as a lieutenant colonel under 
General Patton in World War II for which 
he was awarded a Bronze Star in 1945, Mr. 
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Harrison joined the faculty of the 
Berkshire School as a teacher and coach in 
1946. He received his M.A. from Trinity 
College in 1950 and moved to Andover in 
1952. He was the only secondary school 
hockey coach admitted as a member of the 
American College Hockey Coach’s Asso- 
ciation and earned distinction as a mem- 
ber of the Massachusetts High School 
Hockey Coaches Hall of Fame. He was 
named a Sports Illustrated Silver Anniver- 
sary All American in 1966 and completed a 
one-year study leave as a John Hay Fellow 
in American History at Harvard simulta- 
neously. A member of the President’s 
Council on Physical Fitness. during the 
Kennedy Administration, Mr. Harrison 
was elected to Community Leaders of 
America in 1971. As a past director of the 
Lawrence YMCA and past president and 
director of the Andover-North Andover 
YMCA, he was well known in several local 
communities as a promoter of sports- 
manship and an advocate of youth. Mr. 
Harrison received the Martin Souders 
Award in 1981 from the New England Prep 
School Athletic Council. Most recently he 
led in the establishment and served as 
chairman of the New England Museum of 
Sports. 

Mr. Harrison was a member of the 
Marner Sands Country Club and the Port 
Salerno Country Club in Florida, the Yale 


“Y” Association and the Yale Hockey As- 


sociation. 

He is survived by his wife, Mariorie Al- 
exander; three daughters, Marjorie Fiem- 
ing, Nancy Bliss and Elizabeth Hadley; 
and four grandchildren.

The town will sponsor a series of 
programs this fall as part of a na- 
tional AIDS Awareness Week. Ever- 
ett Penney, director of the Andover 
Health Department, said the ‘‘pur- 
pose is to stimulate interest in AIDS 
public health education in Andover.”

“The silence on this 
issue is startling,’ Seifert told the 
school committee last month. ‘“‘Not 
to have a community dialogue would 
be a fundamental error,’’ he stated, 
since AIDS is a “possible physical, 
moral and social epidemic.” Seifert 
urged the school department to 
assist “in promoting greater com- 
munity dialogue” on AIDS, while re- 
iterating his position that AIDS 
education is not the sole responsibili- 
ty of the public schools. 

Penney said a training program 
for town employees and teachers on 
how to deal with AIDS is also being 
considered. 

The Health Department director 
said he has met with local physicians 
about offering voluntary confidential 
AIDS testing in Andover. ‘‘There are 
a number of people, including those 
not in high-risk groups, who would 
like to know if they have been ex- 
posed to the virus,’’ Penney said. 

Presently, free testing involves a 
four- to six-month wait. The new 
plan calls for testing at a reduced 
cost. Those concerned may also be 
tested by their personal physician.

Gets $472, 36 


Via Grant Act 


By Lewis C. Howe 


The town’s schools have been the bene- 
ficiary of $472,365 in state education 
grants since the passage of the Public 
School Improvement Act in 1985. The De- 
partment of Education, under Chapter 
188, allocates funds to municipalities to 
assist local school systems: 

‘The money is intended to supplement, 
but not supplant, the school committee’s 
budget,” explained Francis Paul, And- 
over assistant superintendent for School 
Operations. 

Two types of grants are awarded, for- 
mula grants and discretionary grants. 
Formula grants are optional and may or 
may not be accepted by the town. Discre- 
tionary grants are voluntary and com- 
petitive, with funding priority given to 
less affluent districts and schools with 
demonstrated needs. The state last dis- 
tributed the monies March 15, according 
to a Department of Education report. 

Included in the Andover formula grant 
allotment was $292,379 for professional 
development, which Paul said was an 
outright grant to the teacher’s union 
from the state as part of the union’s con- 
tract. The award is divided so that each 
educator receives a share of the grant, 
Paul indicated. 

A total of $72,980 has been given to the 
town for school improvement, the report 
stated. Paul said Andover received ap- 
proximately $49,000 for fiscal year 1987, 
based on a state allotment of $10 per

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There have been some rather interesting 
events transpiring over recent months, even 
years, which would indicate that Andover offi- 


_cials should have a kind of ‘summit meeting’ 


with their equals in the town of Wilmington. 

While Andover has always been classed and 
considered a Greater Lawrence community, 
there have been any number of happenings 
which have concerned the towns of Andover and 
Wilmington which should be addressed. 

Most recently, of course, is the potential 
placement of the Massachusetts Water 
Resources Board sludge treatment plant in Wil- 
mington, on the Andover line. 

But that is but a single item. 

Among the other considerations is the lengthy 
effort of Andover to obtain some federal and 
state funding for an access road into the Lowell 
Junction Industrial area. The particular issue, 
while having been given half-hearted attention 
by federal and state officials over the past quar- 
ter century, would provide some traffic relief to 
Wilmington streets abutting the industrial prop- 
erty and assuredly relieve some serious prob- 
lems in the Ballardvale and Lowell Junction 
residential sections of Andover. 


But there is little hope being given for any 
immediate relief, save that which has been pro- 
vided by our neighbors to the south, namely 
Wilmington, in roadway improvements and re- 
direction of traffic into the industrial zone. 

For that effort, certainly ‘Vale and Lowell 
Junction residents are grateful, as well as the 
the town as a whole. 


There is, of course, another problem on the 
horizon involving not only Wilmington, but 
Tewksbury. There is consideration of a major 
low income, or affordable housing development 
in Andover near the two town lines which can be 
accessed only through Wilmington and 
Tewksbury streets. 

There has, of course, been proven neighborly 


reaction to resolving mutual problems among 
these communities, but at the moment, the po- 
tential increased traffic which would be caused 
by such a development, as well as other consid- 
erations such as public safety and utility line 
implementation, have abutting neighbors a bit 
disturbed and concerned. 

While development remains in the prelimi- 
nary phase, there could be some discussion 
among officials of the two communities to re- 
solve issues and allay fears, if any are justified, 
before the planning process get too involved. 


Now comes the possibility of MWRA proposal 


for the sludge plant, to be built in Wilmington 
and hung on the Andover line. 

The particular site is one of several under con- 
sideration, and no final decisions is expected for 
some time since public hearings must be held 
and other sites examined before any final deci- 
sions are forthcoming. 

That the two communities should band togeth- 
er to keep on top of this particular development 
should be fairly obvious. 

The proposed plant is to be created by a state 
agency which can more or less site the structure 
where they please, despite any opposition. 

Having just been introduced to the possibility 
of having the plant at the nearby location there 
is still considerable information necessary to be 
obtained at the local level about its impact on 
the communities. 

Needless to say, even from a selfish stand- 
point, as matters stand, such a facility does not 
represent the most pleasing possibility for a 
neighbor. 

It, therefore, becomes obvious that Andover 
and Wilmington officials should immediately 
get together to be kept abreast of developments 
in these and other potential developments. 

The two towns have always been good neigh- 
bors. There’s no reason the relationship cannot 
be retained through good public relation efforts 
prompted by Andover’s administrative family.

Deja-vu

Usually, once the paper goes to press on 
Wednesday afternoon, I can head home and 
relax. But last Wednesday, I was assigned to 
cover the evening’s meeting between the 
Selectmen and the Andover Housing 
Partnership Committee. 

I really didn’t mind as long as the meeting 
brought the controversy to an end — the whole 
thing had begun te get a little boring. But little 
was. solved and I finally got home just before 
midnight—exhausted. I pulled the covers up 
over my head and looked forward to sleeping in. 
My editor had given me Thursday off. 

Out of habit, I was up and about by 8:30 
Thursday morning. For breakfast, there were 
no eggs or bacon. Only a few slices of God-knew- 
how-old pepperoni pizza. After wolfing down a 
couple of ice-cold slices — the micro wasn’t 
working — I turned on Channel 5 and sprawled 
on the couch.

There was George Danneman, AHPC, 
announcing four approvals of affordable housing 
developments had been sent to the state — 
without the knowledge of those in authority. 

Danneman charged town Physical Planner 
Stephen Colyer, who coordinates the AHPC, 
with soliciting funds by writing favorable letters 
to the state Homeownership Opportunity 
Program. The state funding obtained would then 
be diverted to the developers, he said.

The Selectmen initially denied knowledge of 
solicitation of funds and any planned diversion 
to developers.

A group of residents admonished the town 
officials for dealing with the developers on a 

“friendly basis,”’ believing the town has courted 
the high-density developments and has almost 
joyfully accepted comprehensive permit 
applications. 

The Selectmen admitted to the ‘‘friendly”’ 
attitude, explaining it allowed the town to obtain 
unit set-asides for Andover residents. 

Selectman William Dalton feared the rift 
between town officials and the AHPC would 
cause the failure of a major initiative — 
affordable housing...

pupil. 

This money is given directly to the 
schools for the School Improvement 
Council, an organization of parents and 
teachers who then decide how to spend 
it. The school committee has veto power 
over this group, Paul said, but all propo- 
sals for spending the grant money must 
emanate from the council. 

When the state raised the minimum 
teacher’s salary to $18,000, it established 
the minimum teacher salary grant to 
help towns achieve the mandated wage 
level. 

In past years, Paul pointed out, 
paid out $16, 344, and the state picked Z 
the balance."’ For fiscal year 1988, he 
added, Andover’s minimum salary “‘is in 
excess of $18,250” making Andover ineli- 
gible for any further assistance under 
this program. To date, the town has re- 
ceived $65,703 under the minimum salary 
grant. 

The town has also accepted $36,003 in 
Horace Mann Teacher Scholarships for 
educators who take on expanded respon- 
sibilities and new roles in the school sys- 
tem. A district’s funding level is $2,000 
times 6 percent of the number of teach- 
ers in the district, with all certified 
teachers eligible to receive up to $2,500 
annually. 

Last year, Horace Mann recipients 
worked as Padea seminar leaders, cur- 
riculum developers and participants in a 
host of other educationally advanced 
programs. Lois Haslam, assistant super- 
inténdent for Curriculum and Instruc- 
tion, said selections for this year's 
awards are being worked out with the 
teachers’ union. The Horace Mann 
scholars will be announced by Aug. 3]. 

The Early Childhood Center was 
awarded $5,300 from the Department of 
Education in a discretionary grant to 
supplement the center’s budget. 

The commonwealth distributed a total 
of $166 million in Public School 
Improvement Act (Chapter 188) grants 
to 437 educational systems this year

“‘by a few acres.”’ 

Since Ashland has had so many prob- 
lems with toxic waste, Sassler com- 
mented ‘‘we know what questions we 
need to ask.’’ He emphasized the town 
“is not going NIMBY (not-in-my-back- 
yard) on this. We just need to get the 
facts first. What the scientific facts are 
surrounding the sites, and how they were 
chosen.” 

DiNatale said the NIMBY factor is 
“certainly a concern,” adding “what 
(the MWRA) have to do is demonstrate 
to these communities the fact that sludge 
can be handled very safely.”’ DiNatale

The facility proposed for Wilmington, 
he continued, would be a “very, very 
clean sludge-to-energy plant.” Similar 
plants across the country, DiNatale said, 
pose no problems for their host commu- 
nities. 

The MWRA plans to hold public hear- 
ings in all municipalities under consider- 
ation beginning in September. Citizen 
petitions and other pertinent information 
may be submitted to the agency then, 
DiNatale stated. 

“The public has to be educated” on the 
sludge issue, the MWRA spokesman 
commented.. ‘‘People must recognize 
that all cities and towns are part of our 
sewer district. They must share the bur- 
den.” 

In response to this, Merriam stated, 
“Walpole has fulfilled its regional 
responsibility by housing MCI-Cedar 
Junction. We will not consider the sludge 
facility at all.’’ When asked if Walpole 
would cooperate with the MWRA in the 
site selection process, Merriam respond- 
ed sardonically, “‘Oh, we’ll work with 
them, all right.” 

Sassler referred to the MWRA’s latest 
plans as ‘‘the straw that broke the cam- 
el’s back’’ for Ashland and charged the 
state may have chosen some commu- 
nities —and overlooked others — on a 
socioeconomic basis. ““You don’t see 
Dover or Wellesley on that list,’ he said. 

For his part, Mahony sees the state 
agency’s role as a thankless one. “The 
MWRA is between a rock and a hard 
place,” he said. ““They don’t even know 
where to start.” 

A polluted harbor, Mahony went on, is 
‘“‘more or less accepted’’ by those not af- 
fected by it, and a clean-up of the harbor 
can only ‘“‘create an adverse reaction’’ 
among those not residing in the city.

Most home purchase agreements have clauses that deal with 
termites. After the agreement is ratified, a termite inspection is 
arranged. Before settlement can occur, the sellers must be able to 
produce papers signed by a licensed exterminator stating that the 
house is free of infestation and that, if there is any termite 
damage, it has been repaired.

rect confrontation with Colyer since the 
issue of improper action was raised. 
Danneman asked why, if applications 
are filled out by the builder, the state 
sends its response to the town. 

For the first time since the beginning 
of the dispute, Colyer rose to his own d 
fense. _ 

Colyer then went on to explain he had 
met with Danneman on the Thursday be- 
fore the dispute went public at the Select- 
men’s meeting. “It’s apparent to me 
right now that you didn’t listen to a damn 
thing I said,’’ Colyer admonished. 

“First of all,” Colyer began, “I deny 
that I said I filled those applications out. 
I told you I did not fill the applications 
out. And I understand you have a witness 
that says I did.” 

Colyer then challenged Danneman to 
produce such a witness, an invitation 
Danneman declined. 

The town’s AHPC coordinator then 
proceeded to address the issue of dis- 
crepencies between what Danneman 
says he was told by Massachusetts Hous- 
ing Partnership Regional Respresenta- 
tive Owen Cardwell and what the 
Selectmen had been told by Gleason.

telling you, its understandable.” Colyer 
went on to explain that HOP was a new 
program and there were a lot of glitches 
to be worked out.

from them.”’ 

The funding letters received from the 
state, added Colyer, are simply form let- 
ters expressing interest in funding par- 
ticular projects. 

Danneman suggested a meeting of the 
AHPC, the selectmen, Mahony, Colyer, 
Cardwell and Gleason to set the record 
straight—once and for all. Both Silver- 
man and Colyer agreed it would be the 
only way to allay everyone’s concerns. 

“Nobody’s going to be happy until we 
get the word from the horse’s mouth,” 
said Silverman. 

Before moving on to other issues, seve- 
ral AHPC members expressed confi- 
dence in Colyer’s work. Randall Hanson 
commented ‘‘What was done in the past 
was done well.” 

Byers then stated he would try to ar- 
range a meeting involving all concerned 
during the next few weeks. In concluding 
the debate for the night, Byers com- 
mented, “‘I think we’ve made a lot of pro- 
gress and just don’t know it.” The 
chairman then apologized to Colyer for 
the misunderstanding. 


A local resident then asked when the 
town would be applying for its own com- 
prehensive permits for the 
Champy/Shetland and Perkins/Stevens 
properties, which were earmarked for 
affordable housing by this year’s town 
meeting. 

Pointing to the table where the AHPC 
membership was gathered, Colyer an- 
swered, ‘‘You’ll have to talk to that com- 
mittee.”’
